PRESIDENT CLEVELAND COMPLAINS. 


He Feels That Some of His Friends Are in 
a Hurry to Desert Him—Lamont 
Sides with Whitney. 


Waapington, October 2.—( Special.)—The 
situation in the senate remains unchanged. 
There was practically nothing done today, 
though the segators talked much among 
themselves about a compromise measure. 
I talked with a pumber of leading senators 
on both sides. Each and every one is of 

\ the opinion that the silver problem can 
only be settled by a compromise. Though 
Mr. Cleveland is decidedly vigorous in his 
opposition to a compromise and though 
ye has driven some of his friends from him 
by accusing them of playing him false, these 


al senators are not allowing that to affect 


them. They are proceeding on the line 
that compromise is the only solution and 
_ will bring it about at the proper time. 

The imdications are that this week will 
be spent entirely in debate. There will 
be no effort at final action, and under the 
present programme, next week the senate 
will get together and endeavor to agree up- 
on a compromise and adopt it. But first 
there will be one all night session, which 
will demonstrate that unconditional repeal 
cannot pass. Something on the order of 
the proposed plan heretofore outlined in 
these dispatches will be agreed upon. There 
will be a provision made for the purchase 
and coinage of silver and there will have to 
be some provision made for the increase of 
the gold reserve. This can only be done 
by an issue of bonds, as the treasury is 
pow practically depleted. 

Mr, Cleveland Will Weaken. 

Senator Gorman is paying no attention 
to the assaults being made upon him. He 
is proceeding in the ‘even tenor of his 
way and at the right time will be instru- 
mental in effecting a compromise which 
will be adopted. He has decided not to go 
to the world’s fair or if he does he will 
not remain for more than a day or two. 
He sent his family out this morning and 
thongh he had expected to go with them, 
be decided at the last minute to remain. 

Next week may end the contest. It may 
the postponed until the week after, 
the end is in sight. Mr. Cleveland’s op- 
position to the compromise will not have 
the effect some anticipated. Senators 
feel that the responsibility is now on them 

“opG they are voilt#to act. They believe 
that any fair and just compromise they 
agree upon, Mr. Cleveland will be forced 
to sign. . 

Dissension in the Cabinet. 

The Van Alen nomination for minister 
to Italy is on the verge of creating a breach 
between Mr. Cleveland and one member 
af his cabinet and strange as it may seem, 
that man is Dan Lamont, Mr. Cleveland’s 
man Friday of the eabinet. It seems that 
Mr. Cleveland is weakening on Van Alen. 
He is very much annoyed at the criticism 
Which has been indulged in about the ap- 
pointment and thinks it would be better 
to withdraw it, but Mr Whitney insists 
that it shall not be withdrawn. It was 
upon Mr. Whitney's recommendation that 
Van Alen was appointed and Mr. Whit- 


5 ney now wants him confirmed As between 


*the president and Mr. Whitney, Dan La- 
mont owes his first allegiance to the lat- 
ter. Mr. Whitney has practically made 
him what he is. That is, he has made him 
the wealth which the secretary of war 
now possesses. While the president wants to 
withdraw the nomination, Mr. Whitney, 
with the assistance of Mr. Lamont, is 

rotesting vigorously against such action. 

‘hey «declare there was no deal and since 
the nomination has been sent to the senate, 
it would never do to withdraw it. It wou'd 
turn against the democratic party many 
men who have heretofore been large con- 
tributors to the campaign funds. It would 
cause every man who expected or wanted 
an office in the future to decline to contri- 
Dute to the campign fund. Just what 
is coring to be done, no one knows, but 
certainly the matter has resulted in the 
parti:@® estrangement of Mr. Cleveland 
and some of his most intimate friends. 

hat Bubble, the Sugar Trust.

STILL ON SILVER. 


Western Members Consume Most of the Day 
Taiking on Currency. 

Washington, October 2.—The very evident 
absence of a quorum of senators this morn- 
ing was called to the attention of the vice 
president. by Mr. Wolcott, and there was, 
thereupon, acallof the senate, to which— 
after some little delay—the requisite number of 
seliators-—forgy-three—responded. Morning: 
business was then proceeded with. 

The resolution offered by Dr. Teller 
last Saturday calling for information as to the 
purchase of silver bullion in September, 1893, 
was laid .before the senate and agreed to. 

The silver purchase repeal bill came up, 
and Mr. Kyle took the floor against it. He 
read his argument. 

By actual count, there were three democratic 
senators and ¢ight republican senators in 
their seats part of the time, and the galleries 
were almost empty. At last the deserted con- 
dition of the senate chamber appealed to the 
sympathies of Mr. Kyle's colleague—Mr. 
Pettigrew--and the result was that, through 
the instrumentality of a call, the temporary 
presence of forty-six senators was secured 
and the speech was proceeded with. 

Mr. Kyle took the ground that the Sherman 
law was pot in any way responsible for the 
business troubles of the country; and that, 
consequently, its repeal could have no such 
effect as the friends of repeal clatmed that 
it would have. He appealed to the senators 
from the south and from the West to stand 
for the protcetion of thelr own states, be- 
cause their prorperity was linked with silver 
to the other states. Let them, he said, make 
that defense in a manly and courageous mah- 
per—not in the spirit of sectioualism or of 
hostility to eastern interests, but in the 
spirit of “equal rights to all and speial privi- 
leges to noue.’’ He contended that, as be- 
tween goki and silver, silver was the more 
stable measure of commodities; that it was 
felly to fritter away time with an interna- 
tional monetary conference; that the hope 
of the United States was in looking forward 
towards a pan-Ames#can alliance, and that 
the present contest was one of a people bur- 
dened with debt and fast sinking to the Ku- 
ropean level, against the aggressions of money- 
ed operations. 

Over Abundance an Unknown Evil. 

Mr. MeMillan, of Michigan, made an argu- 
ment ip favor of the repeal bill. He said that 
the argument that the United States should 
continue the purchase of silver for the sake 
of silver mining and _ kindred industries 
could not stand. Silver had declined in value 
for the same reason that fron had. The re- 
sult of closing the silver mines had been to 
start work in the gold mines. Whatever might 
be the evils of a searcity of money, the evils 
of an overabundance of money were still 
greater. There were many reforms which he 
suggested in order to make banking more 
serviceable to the people, but by far the 
greatest part of the journey towards a sound 
mcnetary system would have been taken when 
congress had done those three things. First, 
provide for a currency, every part of which 
shall always be maintained at par with the 
world’s money; second, provide for adequate 
banking reserves distributed throughout the 
country in accordance with local business 
necessities, and, third, provide a ready means 
of converting securities into cash and eash 
into securities according, to the need for a 
more expanded or a more tontracted currency. 
If these things were accomplished, the quan- 
tity of money might well be left to natural 
business cases. 

it ls Dead Enough Now. 

Mr. Teller then took the floor to continue 
his speech, begun last week, but he ylelded 
the floor to Mr. Dolph. who expressed his 
belief that the cause for the present business 
disturbance in the country was the fear of 
hostile tariff legislation. 

After talking for some time, Mr. Dolph got 
into a wordy controversy with Messrs. Teller 


‘and Stewart on the question of free coinage, 


in the course of which he assegeed that the 
advocates of free coinage did not want a 
silver dollar that was worth a dollar in gold. 
They wanted a 56-cent dollar—a cheap dollar; 


the cheaper, the better. 

In further argument, Mr.. Dolph declared 
that if the republican party at Minneapelis 
had adopted a free-coinage plank, the party 
would have been dead and buried and damned 
beyond the hope of resurrection; and Mr. 
Teller countered with the inquiry whether the 
party could be any worse off than it now 
was. 

At the close of Mr. Dolph’s remarks, the 
repeal bill went over until tomorrow. 

The house bill, extending the time for con- 
eluding the work of the Qeventh census from 
December 31, 1893, to June 30, 1894, and au- 
thorizing the commissioner of labor to perform 
the duties of superintendent of census, was 
taken up and passed. 

The senate. at 5:30 o'clock, proceeded to 
executive business, and at 5:40 o’clock ad. 
journed until tomorrow morning at 11 o’clovk. 
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GROWS MORE INTERESTING. 


The Election Repeal Bill Is Drawing a 
Sharper Fire This Week. 

Washington, October 2.—The attendance 
in the house this morning was small and 
the speaker directed the clerk to call com- 
mittees for reports, but none were submitted. 
The debate of the federal election repeal bill 
was resumed and the house was addressed by 
Mr. Dinsmore, of Arkansas, in support of 
the measure. He denounced the election laws 
as iuyproper, unauthorized, unjust. unwise and 
wrong. They stood as an obstruction to the 
earrying out of the wishes of the people. 
He expected to see the pledges of the demo- 
cratic party on this question redeemed. Such 
a course was vital to the interest of the 
government and the happiness of the people. 
The people had thrust the democratic party 
into power in order to enable it to repeal! 
those laws which #fiad been put into force by 
the republicans. &t was the duty of the demo- 
cratic party to repeal the laws permitting 
federal interference at state elections, and 
that duty would be faithfully performed. 

Which Eve Ha« the Beam 7? 

Mr. Denson, of Alabama, followed in a 
speech of a similar tenor, in whicu he de- 
nounced the federal election laws. Referring 
to the war, he created a Iqugh by the sen- 
tence: “You were successful, but you did not 
whip us; we wore oursclves out trying to 
whip you.’ 

Proceeding to a review of the reconstruc- 
tion meusures, he asserted fhat when the 
Anglo-Saxon race came into conflict with any 
other race than the Teutonic, the Anglo-Saxon 
race must prevail. When the Anglo-Saxon 
and Teutonic races came into conflict war 
would be the result. He did not deny that 
there had been violations of the federal elec- 
tion laws in the sonth, Dut no lm bad ever 
been enacted that had not been violated in the 
Men from the 
north could net tell men from the south that 
‘vou have the beam in your eye, and we have 
only the mote in ours.”” (Laughter.) 

There were some men who said that there 
might be another war. He was not one of 
these. He had had enough of that. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

He had fought against his distinguished 
friend, General Henderson, of Illinois, and 
he did not want to see that fight any more. 
(Laughter.) 

Hie then proceeded to argue against the 
federal election laws on constitutional 
grounds, and he and Mr. Ray, of New York, 
grew controversial and argumentative on this 
point. Mr. Ray taking the contrary position. 
He also got into a colloquy with Mr. Blair. 
of New Hampshire, but the colloquy was un- 
interesting and he closed by decluring that 
free and independent states were the reser- 
voirs of the rights and liberties of the people. 
(Applause .)

DR. MURRAY WANTS HIS FAMILY. 


He Is Willing for His Wife and Childrento 
Have the Disease in This Mild Form, 
and They Are Willing, Too. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 2.—Twelve new 
cases of yellow fever were reported today 
as follows: 

Infant of Blount Bowen, Mrs. Ward- 
land, Mary Lee Brock, Tim Hennepin. 
The name of the nran reported yesterday as 
unknown is J. A. Hill, of 1,108 Mansfield 
street. All the above are white. 

Minerva Jackson, Mary Ferguson, Eva 

Green, Alice Munroe, Emma Reed, Emma 
Reed, all colored. 
At St. Simons island two cases were re- 
ported, Miss Orilla Dart and her brother, 
Eugene Dart. There are now four cases 
on Jekyl island, two of which have been 
reported to date. All are white members 
of the Talkerson family. 

Recapitulation—Cases under’ treatment, 
74: discharged, 36; died, 10; total, 122. 

Up to 8 o'clock tonight Surgeon Murray 
had heard nothing further from Jesup, but 
will go there on a special train tomorrow 
morning. Surgeon Murray left this after- 
noon on a special train for Camp Deten- 
tion. Before his departure he received 
instructions from Surgeon General Wy- 
man to go to Gardi and investigate a suspi- 
cious case at that point. 

Appearing iv vifferent Places. 

Private Secretary James H. Cragg says 
that Surgeon DeSaussure, who has charge 
of the hospital at Camp Detention, has 
been ordered to Waresboro by Surgeon 
General Wyman to investigate a suspicious 
case there. 

A steamer was sent over from Fancy 
Bluff today for Surgeon Faget, to proceed 
immediately to that point and investigate 
a suspicious case. Surgeon Faget will pro- 
ceed to Fancy Bluff immediately after he 
returns from Jekyl island, where he has 
been all day. Fancy Bluff is six miles 
across the bay and marshes’ from 
Brunswick, adjoining south Brunswick. Its 
population, white and colered, is about fifty. 

trardi is a turpentine station on the Kast 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad, 
twenty-five miles above Brunswick and fif- 
teen miles below Jesup. Its population is 
about one hundred. 

Waresboro is a small town, sixty-six 
miles from Brunswick, on the Brunswick 
and Western railroad. Its population is 
about 300. Surgeon Murray will leave on 
a special train in the morning for Jesup, 
and on the way will stop at Gardi and in- 
vestigate the case there. . 

From this point of observation, it is ap- 
parent that the fever has obtnined a foot- 
hold in this entire section and only most 
rigid quarantine will keep it out. 

These towns and cities that have been 
cautious in quarantine regulations are ex- 
pected to be kept free of fever, but the out- 
look for the balance is very gloomy. Sergeon 
Murray is very anxious about Jesup and 
does not want the people to become panic 
stricken and flee to the woods, as that 
would result in more deaths than would 
result from yellow fever. He cautions 
them to be disereet in their habits and 
trust to the doctors. 

Seven Hundred Peonle at Jeaup. 

There are now over 700 people in Jesup 
who could positively catch it, and only part 
of them would be down at one time if the 
worst should come, and with the aid of the 
local physicians, Surgeon Murray could 
successfully take care of the epidemic there. 
He is favorably impressed with his treat- 
ment there and will do everything possible 
to help them. 

On St. Simon’s island several htmndred ref- 
ugees are taking matters coolly. Of this 
number about one hundred are Iddies, but 
all are confident that the disease will not 
greatly spread. The germs were carried to 
St. Simon's island in Miss Dart's clothing, 
she having recently visited Brunswick and 
entered her home to secure some wearing 
apparel. The house was in the infected 
district where Surgeon Branham died and 
had been closed for weeks. This should 
prove a warning to refugees who return to 
their homes before they are well disin- 
fected. 

If Mayor Doorflinger, of Fancy Bluff, has 
the fever, he caught it either going to and 
from Brunswick, or from some one’s cloth- 
ing who had spent the day there. 

Fxpected to Be Worse Today. 

If Jesup and Waresboro could possibly be 
infected is an unsettled question that will 
be thoroughly investigated. A heavy rain 
fell in Brunswick this afternoon and the 
clouds hang very heavy tonight. At least 
twenty Cases can be expected tomorrow 
if all the physicians can report. Surgeons 
Murray and Faget, Local Physicians Davis, 
Hazelhurst & Dunwoody, Butts and Robert 
Burford are overworked an? on the go day 
and night. 

Que colag} physician, named West, 
fornierly employed by Surgeon Murray, has 
become panie stricken and fled to Camp 
Detention. The other, Dr. Blair, is bere 
working hard relieving the distress. 

Emil Fabian, Brunswick agent for Pat- 
terson, Downing & Co, of New York, re- 
ceived an acknowledgement of his telegram 
saying that help was needed badly and 
was assured the nNew Yorkers were at 
work getting supplies. 

The manager of the etelegraph office 
has arranged for operators in case the 
local force is further depleted by sicknéss, 
Agent Charles W. Floyd, of the Bruns- 
wick and Western milroad and ‘Ticket 
Agent Montgomery having promised to 
come if needed. 

President Churchill, of the Brunswick 
Terminal Company, was seen today in refer- 
ence to the published report about - his 
handling the cotton at Jesup. He said he 
had nothing to say particularly on that 
subject, but could hanle it if the shippers 
desired him to do so, as his eompany did 
not quarantine cotton or other goods, neither 
did they_Iave any fever or any other in* 
fection at tieir docks and did not anticipate 
any sickness whatever. 

He has gangs Of cotton handlers under- 
going ten days’ detention at the camp, 
whose time has nearly expired, and his 
work will proceed uninterruptedly. 

On his réturn from camp tonight Surgeon 
Murray stated that he had arranged for 
of the jimits, the camp hav-

My two older daughters, aged fifteen and 
Seventeen, are immunes, but are now in 
college. 

“I have perfect oonfidence in my skill 
and do not fear that any one will die if I 
treat them. In view of your telegram 
I have directed them not to come, not wish- 
ing to displease you, amd, if you forbid, 
will stop them. 

“I consider the chance a last one.” 

Surgeon Murray said that owing to his 
pressing calls outside of the city, he was 
not aware of the order isaned on the 18th 
of September by the secretary of the treas- 
ury forbidding any one to enter an in- 
fected district until after he had wired his 
family to come; that they were now ready 
and he was especially anxious for them 
to arrive so that if his children caught 
the fever his entire family would be 
immuned. 

Such pluck and confidence illustrates the 
wonderful man in charge of Brunswick's 
epidemic and should enforee confidence in 
those remaining who will follow his in- 
structions.

Miss Clara Barton's Message on Accepting 
the Tuek. 

Washington, October 2.—The following tele- 
gTam was received from Miss Ciara Barton, 
president of the American National Ked Cross, 
at Beaufort, 8S. C.: a 

“The Ked Cross has tofay Uilclally accepted 
and assumed control of the relief ofthe sea 
island sufferers, tendered two weeks ago by 
the governor and committees of South Carv- 
lina. This implies the Wousing, feeding, cloth- 
ing and nursing of 30,000 peaple for eight 
mouths, with no aid from we government and 
no fund but the direct charity of the Amer- 
ican people. Our headquarters and address is 
at Beaufort, S. C.”’ 


FIVE CASES AT JESUP, 


The Victims are Keally Very I!1 and the 
Town is Panicky. 

Savannah, Ga., October 2.—(Special.)— 
A special to The Morning News from Jes- 
up says: Ata regular meeting of the coun- 
cil here this afternoon, Mayor Steele report- 
ed that he had placed a ~° stropg guard 
uround the Warren residence and that 
no one would be permitted to coumnunicate 
With it. The quarantine restrictions 
against Brunswick ure being made more 
rigid, and extra inspectors have been plac- 
ed on duty. 

Mayor Steele made a personal inspection 
of the majority of the houses this morning 
and finds everything in a good sanitary 
condition. ive suspicious cases being re- 
ported by Dr. 'Tutten, Mayor Steele for- 
warded the following telegram to Surgeon 
General Wyman at Washington: | 

“All contagious cities have quarantined 
agaiust us. One case is pronounced yel- 
low fever by Surgeon Murray. 

“ive cases reported here are reported 
suspicious by logs! physicians, but the pa- 
tients are convalesent. ‘There is no exe 
perienced physician here. The town is 
panicky. Will you not detail an experienc: 
ed man to take charge of the situation here? 
Answer.” 

Since the above telegram was forwarded. 
Dr. Tutien reports the five cases as very 
suspicious, their temperature ranging from 
100 to 102 and Indications of black 
vomit, with oneof the patients. No 
trains of the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern stop here, and all communication by 
rail is cut off, with the exception of one 
train on the Kast Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia road. 

It transpires at today’s meeting of coun- 
cil that Warren was in and sround Bruns- 
wick and Darien during the past three 
weeks and was taken sick a few days after 
his return here, which proves most conclus- 
ively that Warren did not contract the dis- 
ease here from passengers, freight or bag- 
gage. 


KEEPING UP THE BOMBARDMENT. 


Several of the Rebel Vessels Damaged by the 
Land Forte. 

London, October 2.—The Brazilian lega- 
tion in this city today furnished the United 
Press the following information, received 
in dispatches from the government at Rio 
Janeiro, bearing date October 1st: “The 
insurgent squadron, under command of Ad- 
miral Mellos, is still in the bay of Rio 
Janeiro, with its fighting elements weak- 
ened. Many of the members of the crews 
of the rebel warships are deserting daily. 
During the recent engagement between the 
land forces and the fleet, the shore artil- 


lery damaged some of the rebel vessels. ! 


Two. steamers that attempted to land in- 
surgents at Santos and on the island of 
Santa Catharina, were repulsed. The land 
forces are united and loyal to the govern- 
ment. Public opinion is wholly opposed to 
the insurgents.” 

A dispatch received by the Exchange Tel- 
egraph says that Admiral Mellos, who 
commands the insurgent Brazilian fleet, 
yesterday reopened fire upon the forts de- 
fending the bay of Rio Janeiro.

MOBILE DELUGED. 


Water Driven in from the Bay Far Up 
In the City. 


ONE MAN DROWNED IN THE STREET. 


Steamers Wrecked and the Number 
of Lost Unknown. 


THE WIND BLEW 75 MILES AN HOUR. 


Warehouses Blown Down, Buildings Un- 
rooted and the City in Darkness. 
Miles of Railroad Washed Away. 


Mobile, Ala. October 2.—(Special.)—A 
southeast gale broke here this morning 
about 4 o'clock and the wind increased in 
velocity until at 1 o'clock. It was blowing 
at least fifty miles an hour. The barom- 
eter was still falling. The wind had blown 
the water from the gulf until the river had 
reached Royal street, which is four blocks 
frum the river and at an elevation of about 
fifteen feet from the main river height. 

There is no possible chance to estimate 
the money damage. All the wholesale and 
a great portion of the retail district of the 
city is some four feet under water and 
thousands of dollars worth of goods have 
been damage]. 

The pilot boat, Heorine, was driven on 
the Mobile and Ohio wharf and almost to- 
tally wrecked. The Crescent City, another 
bay boat, Jeft Point Clear at the same time 
the Heroine did this morning and has not 
been heard from until tonight. It was 
reported that three dredges working on 
the channel have been lost. It is also re 
ported here that some fifty miles of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad along 
the coast are under water and that the 
Biloxi bridgé has been swept away by the 
gale. Nothing has been heard from the 
gardeners in the marshes east of the city, 
and the worst is feared. Telegraphic com- 
munication is cut off in almost every di- 
rection. All the smokestacks of all the 
manufacturing industries have been blown 
down. Street car traffic was totally sus- 
pended at midday because of the damage 
to the electric wires. 

The business thoroughfares of the city 
were being navigated in boats and parties 
wading up to their armpits all the after- 
noon in an effort to save goods. It is 
conceded by all to be the worst storm that 
has ever visited Mobile. The south part 
of the city presents a seene of wreckage 
as if it had been bombarded. The towers 
on the courthouse and QObrist church are 
tottering. Dredge No. 5 turned over near 
the lighthouse and three men were thrown 
into the angry waves. At great peril the 
crew of the tug, Captain Sam, steamed to 
the rescue and saved two-of the men, the 
other being lost. An unknown white man 
lost his footing while wading from Union 
depot at the foot of Government street, 
‘and was swept under the bridge and 
drowned. 

The wind gradually changed from south- 
east to west. The rain fell in torrents 
the entire day, and tonight the city is in 
darkness and there is not an electric light 
of any kind burning. 

The Crew Had to Swim for It. 

The bay steamer, Cresent City, dragged 
her anchor seven miles and went ashore 
on the beach between Arlington and Mon- 
roe park, about three miles below the city 
on the western shore of the bay. Captain 
Frank Lumsden and his crew and one 
passenger, a cotton broker, named R. A. 
Lewis, donned life preservers and swam 
safely ashore through the angry waves. 

Nearly every bath house along the west- 
ern shore was blown down and at Morgan’s 
an attendant named Graham was swept 
away with five bathhouses and 
drowned ‘The Magnolia « Coolly 
warehouses were blown down = and 
two unknown negroes were drowned in the 
cotton yard. 

Houses Unroofed. 

Magnificent oaks all over the city were 
Inid low and the earth is covered with the 
green leaves whipped from the trees by 
the fierce winds. Houses all over the city 
have been unroofed and fences blown down. 
It is simply impossible to give details. Noth- 
ing has been heard from the eastern shores 
nor from the market gardeners in the 
marshes, where it is expected grea? damage 
to property and possibly loss of life has oc- 
curred. The storm at this writing, 10 
o’clock p. m., has abated and the waters 
have receded. 

Alithe Wires Down. 

There is not a wire in the Western Union 
office affording intercourse with the outside 
world, and this is written to be sent sev- 
eral miles out of town where it is hoped 
communication may be established. The 
loss of the Crescent City represents $12,000; 
Cleveland Brothers, grain dealers, estimate 
their loss at between $5,000 and $7,000. 
One merchant lost a thousand barrels of 
cement, another a thousand sacks of salt 
and another a quantity of lime. A large 
quantity of grain has been lost. 

It will be several days before all the de- 
tails can possibly be known. 


SUGAR PLANTATIONS DAMAGED. 


Great Destruction Done by the Storm in 
Lower Lonisiana. 

New Orleans, October 2.—A very high 
wind storm visited this city late last night, 
doing great damage to telegraph and tele- 
phone wires and causing considerable loss 
by blowing off tiles, ete. Patrolman 
Ulrick Bauer, of the private police force, 
was struck and killed by falling bricks from 
an office building at fhe corner of Tchon- 
pitoulas street and the levee. No further 
loss of life is reported. 

Warmouth's tiantation Ruined. 

Ex-Governor Warmouth brought his fam- 
ily to the city today because yesterday's 
storm made his home, on Magnolia planta- 
tion, uninhabitable. Nearly the entire roof 
was blown off and the house flooded. The 
sugar house was partly unroofed. The 
drainage machine was blowh down. The 
caneshed, cookhouse and blacksmith shop 
were leveled to the ground. No lives were 
lost on the place. The orange crop all 
along the lower coast has suffered. incaleu- 
lable injury. The fruit literally strews the 
ground. 

Reports of a serious accident have been 
received from Point La Hache and yicin- 
ity. The steeple of the courthouse and 
the steeple of the Catholic church were 
blown down. Several houses were wreck- 
ed, and it is said that four people were 
killed. Almost every plantation on the 
lower coast has suffered. Chimneys were 
destroyed, sugarhouse roofs were torn from 
their supports and dashed to pieces, cane- 
sheds were wrecked, drainage machines 
were damaged and many houses were ren 
dered unfit for further habitation. 4 

It is reported that three children

Every stick of sugar- 
cane is down, but may not be much dam- 
aged as the cane is liable to recover from 
the blow. 

Governor Warmouth said that this storm 
Was the worst experienced in Louisiana 
since 1811.

Switchmen and Laborers Around the Shops 
at Memphis Strike. 

Memphis, Tenn., October 2.—All the 
switchmen in the Chesapeake, Ohio 
and Southwestern yards are out today, and 
only one yard engine is being worked. It 
is in charge of the trainmaster. The coal 
heavers, wipers and section men in the 
shops are all out. 

The switchmen on the Louisville, New 
Orleans and Texas and the*linois Central 
have refused to handle Chesapeake, 
Ohio ani Southwestern cars, and they have 
gone out. The switchmen in the Memphis 
and Chattanooga yards, it is understood, 
will strike today, and it is stated by the 
strikers that they will be joined by the 
switchmen in the service of all the roads 
centering here before night. 

This statement is hardly true as to the 
Louisville and Nashville, as none of the 
switchmen employed by that line 
attended theltheeting last night. 

The yards are being guarded by police- 
men and deputy sheriffs. There is no dis- 
order. 

The switchmen of the Illinois Central 
and the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley, held 
a conference with the officials at 11 o'clock, 
but refused to handle Chesapeake, 
Ohio and Southwestern cars, and the strike 
is still on. 

The Kansas City, Fort Scott and Gulf 
switchmen will probably go out tonight. 

A tieup now will seriously interfere with 
the movement of cotton, which is beginning 
to move in large quantities. 

The local Federation of Railway Employ- 
es last night adopted a resolution ordering 
a boycott on .all Chesapeake, Ohio and 
Southwestern freight and cars. 

A boycotted Chesapenke, Ohio and South- 
western car was last night turned into the 
Kansfs City, Memphis and Birmingham 
vards, and the yard crew refused to handle 
it. No discharges were made, but they are 
expected, as under the interstate law, it 
seems imperative upon the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmiagham people to handle 
the freight offered by the Chesapeake, 
Ohio and Southwestern. When these dis- 
charges are made, no donbt there will be 
a strike on the Kansas City line. 

The trouble on the Illinois Central and 


- Yazoo and Mississippi Valley roads has not 


yet extended beyond Mempnis, but as soon 
as the organization of trainmen has time 
to act, it will probably take in the entire 
system, as the men are determined to resist 
the efforts of a reduction of wages and 
there seems to have previously been a gen- 
eral understanding among the employes of 
all the roads. 
~ome Other Road. 

Washington, October 2.—The officials 
of the Chesapeake and Ohio _ railroad 
direct attention to the fact that in the dis- 
patches from Memphis, Tenn., as to the 
railroad strike, because of a reduction of 
wages, the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad 
has been confounded with the Chesapeake, 
Ohio and Southwestern systems, now called 
the Newport News and Mississippi Vatley 
railroad. There has been no reduction of 
wages and no strike on the Chesapeake 
and Ohio. On the contrary everything is 
prosperous.

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WAS HE SHAMMING ? 


Charles Herring Much Better Than He 
Seemed to Be, 


HIS VICTIM DYING LAST NIGHT. 


A Guard Requested from the Grady Hos- 
Pital for the Would-Be Suicide 
and Wiie Murderer. 


At a late hour last night’ a private mes- 
sage was sent from the Grady hospital to 
the police station warning the authorities 
that it would be well to place a guard 
at once over Charles Herring, the would-be 
suicide and’ wife murderer, who now lies 
there suffering from his s-if-intlicted wounds. 

Underlying this 
in all probability a highly sensational state 
of affairs. When Herring was first taken 
to the hospital it was believed that 
could not possibly survive over a day or 
two at most. His wounds were to all 
appearances mortal and he seemed to ‘be 
in a state of coma and collapse. 

Since that time the case hus puzzled the 
doctors. The -wounis were appareniuy 
healing with remarkable rapidity and there 
Was an absence of any inflammation and 
other direct complications that should have 
been exceedinzls tuvorable to recovery. 
Still the man had to all outward semblance 
failed to rally and the surgeols were tnal- 
ly constrained to believe that the injuries 
were even more serious than at first 
posed. 

It now looks as if Herring has been 
endeavoring for the last two days to make 
his case appear as critical as possible 
and after an examination last evening 
the physicians expressed it as their opinion 
that he should be rigorously guarded to 
prevent him from making an escape.

When

headquarters it was decided to take no 
chances with Herring even last night 
and accordingly when the squads reported 
at midnight Captains Moss and Thompson 
detailed an officer for gnard duty at the 
hospital. Hereafter Herring will always 
have an officer at his clbow until such 
time as it is deemed advisable to remove 
him to jail.

As before stated, Mr. Price%called to his 
ant this morning a policeman and asked 
him to remove MLr. Glenn from the business 
olliice of The ‘Telegraph, = as 
(Price) was the manager. of 
paper and not Glenn. When 
otiicer started in to do his work he found 
Mr. Glenn in conversation with his attor- 
ney, Mr. Claud Héstes, and the officer im- 
parted the nature of his mission. Attorney 
Iistes and Mr. Glenn protested and the 
otcer prudently telephoned for Chief Ke- 
han. “he chief responded. Mr. Glenn ex- 
hibited to him certain telegrams he had 
received from Mr. Seifert instructing him 
to take charge of the business management 
of the paper. When Chief Kenan read 
these he ordered Officer Golden to withdraw 
from the scene and the chief did likewise, 
not considering it was his business to jn- 
terfere with the internal troubies of The 
Telegraph, or rather, with the differences 
existing between Messrs. Glenn and Price 
as busipess managers.

Mr. Price became manager of The Tele- 
graph when the paper was bought at pub- 
i¢ sale about seven or eight months ago 
by A. E. Seifert, of New York, and T..

The 
a is made that such a tax is inquisi- 
r torial, expensive to collect and obnoxious 
to the people. Great stress is also laid 
[upon the facet that we tried the tax from 
1861 to 1871 and then repealed it. In re- 
ply ‘to these statements it is enough to 
say that most taxes are more or less in- 
quisitorial, expensive to collect and ob- 
noxious to the people. It would gratify 
the taxpayers to repeal all taxes, if they 
did not know that they would still have 
to pay their share of the public expenses 
in some way. The fact is, all this opposi- 
tion to an income tax is idle talk. Eng- 
land has collected it for many years, and 
the same is true of perhaps every Fu.o- 
pean country. It has been found not only 
a convenient way of raising revenue, hut 
so pre-eminently just that the opposition 
to it has practically died out. 

Under our present unequal syste'o of 
taxation a citizen with a small farm. fae- 
tory, store or cottage frequently pays a 
heavier ‘tax than his neighbor who en- 
joys a big income froin his non-taxable 
bonds. It is unjust to lay the’ heavy 
hand of the taxgatherer upon the masses 
and permit a few favored classes to es- 
cape. Men with large incomes enjoy the 
greater share of the favors, privileges 
and benetits bestowed by the governinent 
and they should bear their just propor- 
tion of the public expefises. Thomas 
Jefferson had the right idea. He was in 
favor of taxing the large ine»mes, gra:l- 
ually raising the percentage of ths tax 
as the incomes increased in amount. 

With a reduced tariff this tax will be- 
come a matter of necessity. There will 
be no other available way for the govern- 
ment to raise its necessary revenue,

The Richmond Times is in favor of the 
single gold standard, but it occasionally 
puts forth some very sound views. Take, 
for instance, the following: 

A yard of cloth or a pound of tead is a fixed 
thing. You carry the cloth to the yard stick 
or the lead to the pound weight, and the 
stick tells you how much of the cloth amounts 
to a yard and the weight how much of the 
lead amounts to a pound. There is no appeal 
from their sentence. The yard stick simply 
determines for you how many yards are ina 
piece of cloth, but the dollar cannot determine 
for you the value of a pile of wheat. The dol- 
lar cannot go to the pile of wheat and com- 
mand it to stand for so many dollars. The 
yard of cloth is fixed, the value of the wheat 
is variable. The vaiue of the wheat depends 
upon the demand for wheat and the amount 
to be had to supply the demand, and that law 
of demand and supply tells the dollar to “get 
oui,’’ when it is determining what the bushe!] 
of wheat or the pile of wheat is worth. And 
when they—‘‘demanud and supply’’—have deter- 
mined its value, they name that value in 
deliars. If there are two dollars, one a gold 
dollar worth 100 cents, and another a silver 
dvilar worth 5V cents, they declare the bushel 
of wheat to be worth one gold dollar and two 
siiver dollars, aud nothing can withstar.d their

Luis is a roundabout way of saying 
that money is not the measure of value, 
but simply an expression of value. But 
it is true enough to be said either directly 
or in a roundabout way. If the govern- 
ment could tix the price of commodities 
then money would, be the mieasure of 
value, but as the government cannot cre- 
ate or control the demand fer commodi- 
ties it cannot fix their price and its 
money cannot be a measure of value. 

So far so good. When we come to the 
question of money itself we find an es 
sentially different state of affairs exist- 
ing. We find that the government can 
adjust the ratio between the money met- 
als and fix it at a point that permits the 
least variation. It can aécomplish this, 
not by any artificial method, but by rea- 
son of its ability to create a practically 
inexhaustible demand for the two metals. 
The mint is a market where the demand 
is practically without Jimit, and when 
this market is open and available, ab- 
sorbing the two metals at a price meas- 
ured by the ratio, the result is as certain 
as the operation of any other natural law. 
The value ef the metals is not regulated 
by legislation, but by the inexhaustible 
demand of the market at the open mint. 
It is a failure ito recognize this fact that 
has caused a collapse in the common 
sense of so many editors and writers on 
financial questions. 

The term “bimetallism” when applied 
to the operations of the mint market for 
the two metals is misleading. The 
“double standard” also conveys an inac- 
curate impression. The “joint standard” 
fits the case better. Under the operations 
of the joint standard, when one m »tal, 
for any reason, becomes too dear to seek 
the mint market, there is an incréased 
demand for the cheaper metal. There is 
an increased demand for the cheaper 
metal and an increased disuse of the 
dearer metal, so that the two forces. act- 
ing together, serve to restore the equi- 
librium. 

This is the A B C of the joint standard. 
but it is sometimes necessary co vo back 
to the primer to prevent confusion of 
mind.

The Archbishop's Wealth in Trust. 
From The St. Louis Republie. 

Archbishop Peter Richard Kenrick is trus 
tee of ail property in the ecity of St. Louis 
occupied either by Oatholie churches, parochial 
residences, asylums or convents, the whole 
aggregating nearly $4,000,000. Inciuded in 
this is the archiepiscopal residence on Lindell 
boulevard. The property—120 feet front—is 
assessed at $90 per foot, and the residence at 
$25,000, a fotal of $358,000, Although a gift 
to the archbishop personually—his to do as he 
pleases with at his death, and recorded in 
his name—it is under the law exempt from 
tuxation as property used as a parsonage. The 
assessor's books, howeyer, show thirty pieces 
of unimproved property, valued at $1.3,480, 
and twelve pieces of improved property valued 
at $49,560 upon which he pays taxes. In addi- 
tion to that nine pieces of unimproved prop- 
erty valued at $6,000 were sold by the arch- 
bishop since the last assessment. The arch- 
bishop has made no return of a personal es- 
tate for several years. The money and securi- 
ties held by him, in trust reach a very large 
amount, as there is pafd in to him 25 per cent 
of the regular Sunday church collections. One 
of the dreams of the venerable archbishop’s 
life has been to erect a cathedrai in keeping 
With the wealth aud ecclesiastical importance 
of the archdiocese, and a gentieman holding a 
high public office. and quite prominent in the 
temporal affairs of the church, stated yester- 
day that the site of the structure was chosen 
on Taylor avenue two years ago, aud the 
archb.shop Las $600,000 set aside toward the 
building fund. The archbishop is absolute 
master of all funds in his possession. The 
houschold expenses and the cost of educating 
young priesis w.thout means are items. These 
moueys are frequently loaned to new parishes, 
to assist in the completion of churches, but 
there is a strict accountability demanded of 
the loan. Mauy years ago Archbishop Ken- 
rick showed his faith in the future of St. 
Louis by lending the municipality, through 
W. H. Stone, then chairman of the ways aud 
means committee of the council, over turee 
hundred thousand dol lars, ata time when the 
bauks and capitalists of the country declined 
Lue accom vd: itluu.

THE NEW TERM 


Of the Supreme Court Begins with the 
Criminal Cases, 


THEY WILL OCCUPY THE WEEK, 


What the Peabody Fund Is Doing for 
Georgia—A Story About the Goyv- 
ernor—Uapitol Notes. 


The supreme court on yesterday opened 
the October term with the largest docket 
that has ever confronted that court. 

The judges are now up to date with their 
work, although it is said they have disposed 
of more cases during the past year than 
any other three appellate judges in the 
United States. The decisions hare been 
filed in al! cases heretofore arguen and an 
opinion has been written out at length in 
every case where it wae deemedsimportant 
or practicable to do so. 

Recently the number of opinions pipared 
has been much greater than it was tor a 
considerable period before and sume of 
them are lengthy and ‘elaborate and in- 
volved in their preparation a vast «@mount 
of labor am) research. In order to accom- 
plish this work the judges have had to 
habor almost incessantly and the necessary 
intervals of rest have been very short. The 
vacation of the court has been for the most 
part occupied with the study of cases and 
the preparation of decisions and opinions. 
It is expected that a etrong effort will be 
inmade at the coming session of the legisla- 
ture to pass a bill summitting to the peo- 
ple the question of an increase in the num- 
ber of judges. 

The first work which will engage the at- 
tention of the court at the present term will 
be the hearing of criminal cuses and all 


of those now on the docket will be disposed | 


of before any of the civil businessis taken 
up. Daily sessions of the court will be 
held until all of these cases are heard. The 
hours of sitting are from Y till 1 and from 
3 to Oo O'clock. 

A Fairy Story. 

“Go away from home to hear the news. 
It’s an old saw, but a true one in this case,” 
remarked. the governor as he laughed over 
a clipping from a Chicago paper.

Nevertheless southern people occasionally 
visit the old prison. The other night Gover- 
nor Northen, of Georgia, accompanied by his 
wife and several mewibers of his staff, went 
through Libby. They were unknown to the 

uides. After being shown about the build- 
oa. they were given seats near the famous 
old fireplace, from which the Libby tunnel 
was dug, to listen to a brief lecture on that 
event delivered by a grizzled old veteran in 
blue, who himself had experienced the horrors 
of imprisonment in that very room. 

His auditors were very quiet and respectful 
and apparently were deeply interested. As 
the old man described his experiences” in 
Libby prison and told of death and starvation 
ail around him and. dwelt upon the awful hor- 
rors of hunger and delirium among diseased 
und weakened men who were fighting rats 
he charged the southern confederacy with the 
responsibi! ity for it all. 

His words produced a wonderful effect upon 
the little group before him. Suddenly Mr. 
Northen arose. Her face was pale. Her 
hands were clinched. Her eyes were flashing 
and she evidently was laboring under strong 
emotion, 

“Sir.” she said slowly, “the only difference 
between the north and the south in the treat- 
ment of .prisoners during the war was this: 
We had nothing: we were starved. We could 
not ~feed our own soidiers, much less our 
présoners. The north had plenty and delfber 
ately starved our men who fell into your 
hands. T tell vou. sir 

(aovernor Northen aiaeed her hand. She 
gianeed at him and their eyes met. One 
glance was enough. She sank into her seat. 
T governog turned to the lecturer and 

asked, many prisoners escaped 
through this tiumnel?’ 

“One humlred and fourteen,”’ 
plied the veteran and the

tinned the governor. “The man who wrote 
it is in no danger of being handicapped by 
facts iu his literary eareer. It is true that 
l have not been to Chicago nor has my 
Wife: that I have never been in Libby 
prison, neither has my wife; and that neith- 
er ot us has ever figured in a like 
that deseribed But that’s a g ood story— 
there is no mistake about that.”

THAT'S WHAT THE COUNCIL HAS SAID. 


The Body Hasa Long Session anda Great 
Deal of Business Is Transacted—The 
New Police Court EFAll. 


It was the legislative and ordinance com- 
mittees with Mr. Hill, as chairman, that 
gave the general council lots of work yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Since the last meeting of the general 
council, those two committees have had 
their hands full of work. A great number 
of ordinances had been referred to it, most 
of which had for their ultimate home the 
legislature of the state, and most of them 
are intended to amend the-city charter. 

“The first one of the papers,” said Mr. 
Hill, when his committee was called, “is 
the ordinance prohibiting any citizen from 
holding more than one office, whether of 
honor, trust or emolument. On that the 
committee makes a favorable report.” 

“But,” continued Mr. Hill, “had I 
thought of the matter as it has been pre- 
sented to me in the sume 
way I thought before was 
presented, 1 don’t think I would 
have sigued the report. However, as it 
is, 1 will stand by the report 1 have signed. 
I do not believe in any one man’s power, 
but I’m of the opinion that the city will 
find it hard to get men who are as devoted 
to its interest as seme of those this ordi- 
nance will retire. ‘Take for instance Cap- 
tain Lowry, Dr. Spalding, Mr. Joseph 
Hirsch, Dr. Calhoun and Captain James 
W. English. More than one of these 
gentiamen belong to more than one body 
governing this city or parts of the city. 
They are all schooled aud 
trained in the work, and can 
do it well. It is true there’ ure 
other gentlemen in the city who could do 
the work as well, but would they give the 
time necessary to it? It’s the time as well 
as the ability that is needed to attend to 
this work. Still, if the council thinks the 
ordinance a good one, I will stand by it 
when it is adopted.” 

“| think Mr. Hill has hit this thing 
about right,’ said Mr. Boyd. “It’s true 
there are many people in the city who could 
do this work as well as it is being done. 
But will they do it? That's the question 
we should consider before we change the 
law. There is no one here who will deny 
the statement that the gentlemen who 
are now filling these places, which will be 
vacated by this ordinance, are filling them 
more acceptably than we ourselves could. 
Then why should we change the law at all? 
Show me a good reason for making the 
change and I'll vote for it.” 

“I think it would be a mistake to pass 
this ordinance,” said Mr. Stockdell. ‘I'he 
law as it stands is one we have the right to 
change, under the charter, but 1 think it 
would be imprudent to do so. It has al- 
ways operated well, and as long as that 
goes on, there is no reason for muking a 
change. I say leave it alone.”’ 

“1 was for the ordinance,” said Mr. 
Martin, “and, in fact, am _ respousible for 
the introduction of the paper to which this 
is a substitute. I have nothing against 
any otlicial in the city of Atlanta, and 
nothing of that kind caused me to present 

e ordinance originally. Still 1 can’t say 
that l’d vote for all of them if they were 
to come up for election before me. { think 
the contemplated change would be a good 
one for more reasons than one. I believe 
the more citizens we have in oftice the 
better off we'll be. It will give us new 
ideas and new thoughis. If i’m right in 
that, this change won't hurt. 1 do know 
that we have men who are not now in 
office that are just as competent to do the 
work as those who are in office. A great 
multiplicity of interest is liable’ to make 
one forgetful of small interests, and it is 
the interests of all we want protected.” 

“I would like to ask,” said Mr. Reneau, 
“whether or not this ordinance, if adopted 
will put out those who are now in?”

They Want the Law Changed. 

The Atlanta Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company through Mr. Joel Hurt, and 
the Traction Company, threugh Mr. SB.

The ordinance committee presented an 
ordinance prohibiting the holding of street 
meetings without first securing the consent 
of the mayor or the chief of police, the same 
consent containing the location and the 
time of the meeting. The ordinance Was 
adopted. 

An Old Graveyard. 

The sanitary committe presented a re- 
port on the petition of persons living in 
the western end of the city who wanted 
the city to give them a deed to a piece 
of land in the heart of the dumping ground 
on which there was an old cemetery. 

In its report the committee stated that 
the city, after ascertaining that there was 
a graveyard on the farm, had fenced 1t in 
and taken every precaution to keep cat- 
tle and horses off of it. But the committee 
did not think it advisable to grant the pe- 
titioners a deed to the place. 

“The petition,” said Mr. Dimmock, “as 
it came in before simply asked the city to 
give them the ground. The committee has 
made its report and that report declines 
their request, although it agrees to keep 
the graveyard in good condition. The pe- 
titioners now ask the city to sell them the 
ground and say that they are ready to 
trade with the committee for it at any fair 
price. ‘They declare that they will not again 
use the ground for burial purposes, but will 
keep it as it ise They have dead there and for 
those dead they have the same feeling 
we have for our dead. 1 think we should 
grant their request. I can’t see any ob- 
jection to selling it to them for that pur- 

i. a 

‘The plat of ground,” said Mr. Peters, 
speaking for the committee, “is in the very 
center of the dumping grounds and _ the 
only way to reach it is through the city's 
land. We found the cemetery there after 
it was pointed out to us and ‘we put it fn 
good shape. We have fenced it and it is 
safe from any intrusion. I don’t see how 
the city could sell it because of its location. 
If we were to sell it now and ever wanted 
to sell the dumping grounds, which we 
will before many years, because the city is 
growing, we would be in a bad way to 
make the trade.” 

“T move as a substitute,” said Mr. Dim- 
mock, “that the committee on sanitary a f- 
fairs be instructed to confer with these 
people and sell them the ground they want 
on terms to be agreed upon between them. 

“I’m opposed to that,’”” said Mr. Rice. 
“The ground is in the very center of a plat 
belonging to the city and cannot be disposed 
of without great injury to the city. - 1 think 
the sanitary committee has done the best 
thing it could have done. It has fenced 
the place and it is now being cared for by 
the ciey and the same care will be taken of 
it as long as the city owns the ground.” 

“T think the bodies should be moved,” 
said Mr. Hill, “to Oakland where they can 
be cared for. That proposition was made 
to some of the people, but they refused it. 
It Jooks like they wanted the ground more 
than they want the graves. If necessary 
the city can supply the lot in Oaklanil 
and move the bodies where they will be 
cared for as long as this world stands, 
But I don’t think the city ought to sell 
them that piece of ground right there in 
the midst of its sanitary farm.” 

Mr. Shropshire recounted the terms of 
the proposition by which the committee de- 
clined to grant the petitioners the title to 
the land. 

Mr. Meador. wanted to change the terms 
of the agreement so as to make the city re- 
sponsible only as long as the city owned 
the dumping ground. 

“I’m informed,” said Mr. Dimmock, ‘“‘that 
if the city will care for the graveyard that 
the proposition will be satisfactory to the 
petitioners.” 

This remark was made after one of the 
petitioners who was present had held a 
whispered censultation with Mr. Dimmock. 

“L suggest that the whole report be re- 
committed,” said Mr. Beatie. 

To Increase the Powers of the Recorder. 

Mr. Hill, chairman of the committee on 
legislation, presented his report on the ordi- 
nance which contemplated legislative enact- 
ment whereby the powers of the judge of 
the police court or the recorder should be 
enlarged so as to take in cases which are 
now being tried in the state courts. 

“I'd like to have the fifth section of the 
act read.’ said Mr. Hill, “as there are 
some here who may not fully understand 
4 ” 


The fifth section was read. 

Mr. Rice objected to the passage of the 
act by the general council declaring that 
it would kill Judge Westmoreland’s court 
and that it would place too much power in 
the hands of the judge of the police court. 

Mr. Hill argued for the blil, saying that 
the city of Atlanta paid out over $100,000 
a year for police work and yet nearly all 
of the revenue in the way of money as well 
as of work went to the county. which did 
nothing toward apprehending the prisoners 
or convicting them. 

“Pass this law,”’ said he, “and it won't 
be long before you can reduce your rate of 
taxation. It will give the city all the 
work that the county convicts are now doing 
for a few individuals on the outskirts of 
the city. Instead of beautiful drives lead- 
ing by the homes of afew we will have that 
gang of men making the streets of Atlanta 
better. Try it and in a few years you 
won't have any use for street appropria- 
tions of any kind.” 

Mr. Broyles was for the bill and moved 
that the committee be instructed to secure 
the necessary legislation to make it a law. 

The motion was adopted. 

Mr. Stephens. chairman of the commit- 
tee on electric and other lights, stated that 
the committee had agreed upon a city elec- 
trician and asked the council to enter into 
an election. 

Chairman Pro Tem. Shropshire vacated 
the chair and Mayor Goodwin took it. There 
was but one nomination, that was T. J. 
Harper, and he was elected without a dis- 
senting .vote.

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BACK TO HIS CELL. 


Chu Gi, the Chinese Renegade Remanded 
to Prison Yesterday. 


TRIED A HABEAS CORPUS WRIT, 


Did the Wily Pigtail, bat He Miscalculated 
tne Result of It—-Chinatown Agog 
with Fear. 


The plot thickens and the air of China- 
town hus become profuse with warrants 
and counter warrants, al] growing out of a 
little game of fan tan, entered into by a 
select circle of almond-eyed celestials, 

Chu Gi, the Chinese Gil Blas and a 
lower notch Kube Burrows, gave the pi- 
tail community of Atlanta an additional 
scare late yesterday afternoon; in fact, for 
a time it looked as if the local Chinese Laun- 
dry Association would be disrupted, and the 
members leave the state without extradi- 
tion papers. 

And all account of an 
attempt by the attorney of 
Chu Gi to secure his release on a writ of 
habeus corpus; but it was a failure and the 
alleged higibinder, who has kept his sal- 
low-skinned confreres in a state of mortal 
terror the past few days, was returned to 
jail where he will have to languish until 
pole sigus the peace bond. The 
amount of this bond has been placed at 
$1,000 by Justice Bloodworth and Judge 
Lumpkin refused to reduce it. 

With Chu Gi still in jail, Sing Wah, 
Lan Ling and Chung IWKkee Lung will 
breathe easier when they sip their imported 
tea or engage in a game of fan tan. The 
toast “Down with the Highbinder’” will 
be drunk until the teu leaves give out, and 
an eXtra pipe will be smoked 12 couse- 
quence. 

Meanwhile, 
his highbinder 
sit in his cell 
lis countrymen; and if the high- 
binders come to his ai, a large luporta- 
tion of desperate chuructlers WHI s¥vol Degil 
to kill and plunder among the persecutors 
of qi, the Chinese terror. 

The first action tuken in Chu Gi’s case 
Was a wove made by himself. He had lve 
Chinamen arrested on tue charge of gam- 
ing, Claiming that he had been swindled 
veut of a large sum of money. On the trial, 
it Was brougut out that Chu Gi had ho 
money and was attempting to biackmail 
his countrymen. On his testimony, us he 
declared that he had not been playing fan 
tun, the men were released. Oue of Liem, 
Lum‘ Ling, retused to testify, declaring 
that Chu Gi was a lighbimder and woulu 
kill him. 

Chu Gi warbled in 
patois that he intended to have blood, red 
pioud, tor the inswt put upon him, A 
peace Warrant was then sworn out_ by 
Lum Ling and others and he was arrested 
upon it. tie was’ afterwards released up- 
vl the representation that he would leave 
town immediately. ‘hat was on friday 
morning, but Chu Gi retused to go, but 
swore out seven Warrauts against a select 
circle of his Chinese friends alleging that 
they hud gambled; against one of them he 
preterred the charge pointing a pistol, aud 
unother was charged with carrying cuoleal- 
ed Weupols. 

Just after this wholesale swearing out 
of wevralts on the part of Chu Gi, he was 
wil entrusted to the care of the station- 
house keeper. Later be wus given a hear- 
ing On the peace warrant and Justice 
Bivodworth ou the evidence deduced plac- 
ed the boud at $1,000, which Chu Was unable 
to give. ‘he attorney of Chu, Dr. Wolfe, 
thought that lus chent bagi been illegally de- 
tuined and sued out a writ of Luveas cvr- 
pus, Which was set for a hearmng yesterday 
afternoon before Judge Lumpkin. ‘The re 
sult has been given. 

»-hoadcstimeuny wefLore Judge Lumpkin, 

Chu Gi made lus statement before Judge 
Lauupkin in bad Mugiish, using a whining 
tone and a face descriptive ot injured in- 
noceuce and such, but it didn’t go. Hiis 
tule of Woe Was substapilahiy the same 
as that told before the recorder. He was 
cross questivned in regard to the Charleston 
atfuir Where he was thrown in jail for 
uttempung to blackimaill a Chinese mer- 
chant. fle excused himself by saying 
lnut it Was on a day of fesuval—the 
(Chinese new year—wid that he aud the 
other man “got dlunk, too.” 

Wile Chu Gi was making his statement, 
Lum Ling appeared to be very much axgi- 
tated. He becume blue in the tave and 
Wrapped his fingers together nervously. 
Hlis tear may have ail been put on, but he 
Was ucting in good faith. 

Detectives Looney and Cason testified and 
their testimony was substautially the same. 
Detective Cason said that Lum Ling was 
apparently very much afraid of his friend 
Chu Gi, and that permission to carry” a 
pistol had been given to him. He stated 
that Chu Gi had made the statement that 
he was out for blood, and intended to get 
a scalp, : 

Justice Bloodworth 
to the testimony before 
tioned as to why he put the bond at $1,000. 
He replied that the statements justitied it, 
and that the evidence showed Chu Gi to be 
a desperate man. 

Judge Lu im ‘kin rendered his decision, 
sending Chu Gi back to jail. He said that 
the only qnestion before him was that 
raised hy the w rit of habeas corpus, as to 
whether or not the bond was illegal. 

tle thought it was legal, and Chu Gi will 
have to count spots on his finger nails for 
many moons hencyp.

The Manufacturers Are folidly in Favor 
of It, and tbe Committee Get 
Tog:ther Tomorrow. 


The Atlanta National bank will be in its 
elegantly furnished home before the week 
is over. 

‘The workmen have completed the repairs 
and both the interivr and exterior of the 
bank buikding are now as handsome as any 
building in the city.

The interior of the bank has been hand- 
somely finished. ‘lhe enclosure set apart 
for the bank employes is brightly lignted 
from a large skylight in the center of tae 
roof and is most conveniently arranged. 
The furnishings are very fine aud every- 
thing _ the appearance of Dewness. 

‘The Capital City bank is having the 
Gyite City bank building put in shape for 
occupancy by October 15th. Yesterday the 
inside Was given a new coat of paint. The 
entire building is undergoing an overhauling. 
The outside is being repainted, the interior 
is being repaired and re-decorated and the 
gene ral uppearance of the structure 1s 
being greatly improved, 

Ihe how BKBauk. 
Manufacturers’ bank may be put 
of the future lanking institu- 
tions of the city. The Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation has taken hoid of it in a way 
that cannot be misunderstood, and the en- 
ergetic gentlemen who are heading the 
movement will place the matter ol a se- 
cure footing. 

Tomorrow Mr. W. B. Miles, who is 
president of the association and chairman 
of the committee created at the lust meet- 
ing of the orgunization to prepare for the 
new bank, will call the committee together 
und the matter will take definite shape. 

The project has met with the greatest en 
couragemeut on every side and the proprie- 
tors of the local manufacturing industries 
feel contident of success. Several promi- 
nent business men have announced that they 
would subscribe liberally to the stock of 
the new concern. One gentleman has 
stated that he would take stock to. the 
amount of several thousand dollars. 

President Miles feels certain that the 
movement will result in the accomplish- 
ment of the object for which it was started. 

There is certainly great need for a 
manufacturers’ bank in Atlanta,” said he 
yesterday. “They have grown numerous 
enough to make such an institution neces- 
sary, and they are very much in earnest 
in the ‘ir movement looking to the establish- 
ment of one. I will call the committee to 
gether Wednesday and we will do some- 
thing towards furthering the project. I 
have not acted as promptly in the matter 
as I would had the times been more pro- 
pitious. I thought it best to wait until the 
monetary stringency had subsided before 
asking the people to subscribe. With money 
as scurce as it has been the subscription 
list would not swell rapidly.’ 

What the manufac turers want is a bank 
devoted to their interests and which will 
supply them with money in preference to 
any other class. As things now are the 
bankers find it difficult to get money when 
they want, as they say all the money is 
engaged in moving the cotton crop.
